Tt 18 snnounced, on apparently good authority,
that ex-Governor Curtin will be appointed Minis-
ter to Russin. This seema to be the favorite
place of banishment for prominent Pennsylyanin
politicians—serving to the favored clusses of this |
Btate, in a modified and compnratively ngreeable
form, the purpose which Siberin serves to Russia.
Soon after General Jackson's first election, James
Buchanan, who was thon the rising man of thix
Commonwenlth, becoamo the American Ambassa-
dor st Bt, Petersburg. Bubsequontly the same
thonor was conferred by Yan Buren upon Buchn-
nan's rival, George M, Dallas, This example of |
the Demoeracy has been imitated by their Re-
publican successors, for Bimon Camoeron's ap-
pointment ns Minister to Russia by Lincoln -
medlately followed his surrender of the War
" Department, and now It is alleged thit Curtin's
fallure to win Viece-Presidentinl or Cabinet
honors is to be supplemented by the irnnsfer of

| hla  graceful  form from the  quiet
shades of Centre county to  the Conrt |
of the Czars. Instond of bothering himself with

the griefs of his disappointed followers, he 1s to |
have glorions opporiunities for hobnobbing with |
diplomats and bejewelled Counts, and for bask- |
ing im the sunshine of the presence of the suc-
cessors of the doughty Peter the Grest and the
dazzling Catherine. With this arrangement |
Curtin has better reason to be satlsfied tham the
politicians who cherisbed the fond hope, pre-
vions to Graot's insuguration, that he would be
eoabled to dole out a bountiful supply of the |
spoils of office to hia faithful fricnds: and they |
will searcely be content with the fate that honors
the leader, and leaves his attendsnt army of
office-hunters destitute of rations.

Boker, of this city, who was earnestly recom- l
mended as a worthy successor of John P. Hale,
at Madrid, by a commities of the leading mem-
bers of the Union League, but that General
Grant has decided that the State can receive but
ome first-closs mission, and that Curtin's claims
override those of his competitors. 8o far as Mr,
Hall s concerned, it is extromely difficult to sce
what possible pretension he can have to exalted
honors. He has no national reputation what-
ever, and no especial cluims that we are awars
of to the admiration or gratitude of his fel-
low-citizens within the confines of the
State. The appointment of George H.
Boker, however, to a prominent mis-
sion would be ‘highly ereditable, He has not
only gained honorable distinetion by his literary
abilitica, but has rendered continuous and useful
service to the Republican party os Secretary of
the Unlon Leagune. He posscsses in o Inrge
degree the qualitications essential to 4 suceess{ul
diplomatic career, in which many mere politi-
clans are wofully deficient. While the couutry
- has often been disgraced nbrowd, and raroly re-

presented with etliciency by the heads of brawl-

ing factions, the mini:ters whose intelleciual
capacity had been demonstrated by literary suc-
cesses, have usunlly reflected eredit npon  them-
selves and tho nation. The mental and social
oulture which I8 so readily dispensed with by
those whose sole aim Is success in the tem)e -
tuous sbruggles of home polities  prov.:
‘useful as well as ornamental in the polished
| circles of European copitals. Whate ver we may
{think «f the political principles of Buchansn
and Dallas, their varied intellectual acquirements
were undoubted, and the country can regard
with more just pride the record of such men as
Franklin, Jefferson, the Adamses, [rving, Ban-
crofg, Evereit, and Motley, than the diplomatic
career of a host of foreign ministers who were
distinguished chiefly for their skill in partisan
warfare, and who rendered lttle real serviee
either at home or abroad.

In the Blue Boak at the commencement of the
present year, Pennsylvania was charged with the
following diplomatic sppointments:—Heury M.
Watts, Minister to Austria; Jamed K. Harvey, Min-
lster o Portugal; and Edward Joy Morris, Minister
to Constantinople. It will not be at all surprising
I General Grant concludes to dispense with the
services of some of these gentlemen, nod o thal
event new fields will probubly be opened for the
diplomatic talent of this State.

“THE ACCURSED THIRST FOR GOLD.”
Tum socra fames ouri, or “sacred thirst for
gold," to which the grent Latin poet alluded two
thousand years ago, seems 10 be as rife st pre-
sent us when he tirst denounced it o the forom.
It exists amongst n wider class of men, indecd;
lor in moudern days it bas extended fur beyond
the ronks of the elergy, to whom he was then
supposed to have alluded; for their successors in
the enrly days of our Church were #o sensitive
that they counceived it neceossury to eseapo the
imputetion by giving an entirely new translation
of the word sacra, wnd alleging that It moeant
toursed” as well as holy. They might have dis-
pensed with this, for how dextrous soever soue
of the tathers of the Church may have been in the
performance of certain polemicnl juggles, they
ecould by no means be compared, and really were
far inferlor as artists, to their predecessors, the
priests aud sugurs aud soothsayers of anclent
Rome, who foretold future events from the tlight
of a pigeon, inculeated morality from the entrails
of o rooster, and recommended policy from the
cackling of o goose. Al of vur clergy can meet
ench other in the*streets with serenity, if not
with solemnity, and few of them would perhaps
cven ralse o passing smile from o passer-by il
they shook hands when they met; whereas
Horace declares that when two of his contem-
porancous clerieal worthies met eanch other in
public, not ounly he, bul the whole community,
wos ustonisbed that they could do so without
bursting out with langhter in ench others" fuces,
when meditatiog on, or recalllug to mind
the gross deceptions they perpetrated for the
acquisition, ss he hinted, of gold.  But the desire
for the precions metal hus now extended to a
wider cirele than the clergy. We do nol mean
to hint that it exists at all in the brensts of any
of our pastors, but it assuredly has deeply ioflu-
enced those of s very considerable number of
their flocks, and b is for the benefit of these
muinly that we muke our present remirks,

We do not affect to indulge in the usual cant
ubous despising riches. Wealth, it can neither
be concenled nor denied, is the prime mover of
modern society. It is the soureo of most of our
joys, and it allevintes muny of our sorrows, The
outeries about the evil of money are generally
misplaced, and often wholly hypoeritical. With-
out money, nothing in the present duny is to be
done. It is the source of all powerin every
profession or voeation to which man can devote
bhimself. The possession of it fucllitates or gives
rise Lo the grandest enterprises; and the want of
even the smallest shure of It bos often blightod
the fairest prospects or the best of fortunes. In
the profession of lterature, it Is  equally
fulse and insulting to declare that the greatest
works have been produced without money, or
that the best poetry had its birth ina garret.
Lamartine and a great English poct lately alike
proclaimed this to be n heortless liv, nnd asserted
that many a great composition, both in prose
and verse, was prevented from ever seelng the
light iu consequence of the poverty of the man
who otbherwise would have both  econceived
and produced them, The Almighty always
ranges himself on the side ol strong battalions,"
suld Napoleon the First, with something of pro-
funity, but assuredly, also, with no small share
of truth; and these are to he equipped and sup-
ported by money alone, It was this which gave
strength to the nnclent philanxes of Greece and
the resistless leglons of Rome. It was this which
enabled Venlee to acquire aud maintain its vast
power during the middle nges; and—most morii-
fying and embittering thoughit of all for him who
uttered it amid the agonies of 8t. Helena—it was
wenlth, and wealth aloue, which enabled Britain
to organize (hat vast European confederacy
which ultimately subiued snd destroyed him,

But in the present day we think that the desire
of money 18 lnordinute, thut in Kurope it has
produced muny evils, and that ln this country it
threatens W given rise to siill greater. Oh both
sldes of the Atluntic alike, the outery is heard
that the rich are every day becoming richer and
the poor falling into stil deeper poverty, In
the Old World we shall probahly 3]{"';1 e
hear the exclumation, first upraised in the great

French Revolutlon of 1789, that ‘“the poor will
eal the rich when they have nothing else 1o
col;" and lo this country It has already engen-
dered a thiret for luxury which, If unchecked,
may endanger the existence of our Repablie,
